PRACTICALLY ALL MARRIED 
MEN TO BE EXEMPTED 
The principal change, it was indi­ 
cated. is the practical determination 
of the government to plane all married 
men iii the non-belligerent class. 
A clear statement of tin* interpreta­ 
tion of. tile War Department in regard 
to the future of th** draft act and its 
contemplated extension was obtained 
in an official quarter yesterday. 
Tile law, as it elands at present, 
permits the classification of all the 
registered men. but the draft of only 
500,000 more for service in the line. 
Other provisions, however, give great 
latitude for the conscription of men 
for special service and for maintain­ 
ing a reserve 
The war authorities intend at the 
forthcoming session of Congress to 
ask change*- in the law'. 
What these 
changes will be was forecast by Pro­ 
vost Marshal General Crowder iii the 
statement that “before the 
married 
men with dependents are reached the 
law will bring in men who have reach­ 
ed the age of 21 since June 5 last ” 
Officials state that at least 50(1,000 
men have passed the age of 21 since 
that date end that by June 5 next 
the num ber will have been increased 
to 1,000,000. These men, for the most 
part, are free of financial obligation*' 
at home and are in the best physical 
condition 
Secretary Baker yesterday 
refused 
to indicate the date of the next draft. 
It is said no date will ne set until 
after the return of 
General 
Bliss, 
chief of staff, from abroad.

ment has control is reduced until now 
Hie new alleged government of Rus­ 
sia w hieh has replaced Kerensky, is 
governing only Petrograd alone. 
Bringing Russia Together 
Iii Russia there are vast forces at 
work, quietly and often in an under­ 
ground way. 
Hut they are bringing 
Russia together. 
As tar as the bol­

AUTUMN LEAVES 


From a bulletin of the United States 
Forest Service we learn the interest 
lug fact that it is sugar that gives their 
brilliant colors to the autumn leaves. 
Most of the food stored in the leaven 
during the summer is absorbed intl 
the trees as cold weather comes on 
But the leaves of some trees are sc 
rich in sugar that they retain part o 
it. 
Then as they start to decay, this- 
sugar, in chemical combination with 
other substances produces the varied 
tints that give the brilliant red of the 
dogwood, the scarlet of the sumac, the 
yellow' and orange of the maple, the 
leather-brow ns of the oak 
All 
this, 
however, is 
of 
purelj 
academic or artistic interest. We can’t 
utilize that sugar for food, much a.- 
we would like to in these days. 
But 
there is an extremely practical vain* 
in those same falling leaves that ought 
not to be ignored. 
Most 
of 
them contain 
relative!) 
large amounts of nitrogen and phos 
phorus, two elements vital to soil fer 
tility. 
They came from the soil, ant 
they ought to be returned to it. 
But 
when the tidy gardener rakes up the 
leaves from his lawn and burns them 
or the farmer allows fire 
to 
sweej 
through his woodlot, these fertilizing 
minerals are turned into gases and 
escape. Likewise the fibrous structun 
of the leaves, which ought to provide 
humus for the soil, goes up in heat 
and smoke. 
Soil fertilized naturally 
year after year, by leaves falling fron 
near-by trees, is always mellow and 
black 
Forest land burned over regu 
larly loses its richness. 
We need soil fertility everywhere 
for food-production, and for the ver 
dant beauty it Creates. 
Don’t rob Hie 
soil of its leaves. Let them lie. Nature 
knows what she is about.

shall keep scales and weigh loaves in 
the presence of customers when re­ 
quested to do so.

Food sold in packages and cans now j 
bears labels giving the net weight or 
measure, as required by federal law.

in 
France. 
The names of tea have been 
secured and twelve boxes will be pack­ 
ed so that in case one or two more 
names should be reported boxes will 
be ready lor them. 
It is probable each box will contain 
hard candle**, candied fruits, cracked 
walnuts, a package of 
chili 
pepper, 
one-half pound of tobacco and a ban­ 
dana handkerchief.
